JEFFERSON LIVINGSTON WILLING TO PAY 
THAT MUCH FOR OLD ROSEBUD. 



Announcement Is Made by P. T. Chirm Following 
Inspection of the Kentucky Derby Favorite — 
Gelding’s Owners Hold Out for $40,000. 



Louisville, K.v., April 7. — P. T. Cbiun, acting 
for Jefferson Livingston, \vlu> recent ly made an 
oiler of $ 3 ti,<HH* for Old Rosebud, today care- 
fully inspeeteil that gelding at Douglas Park 
and after proiiouueiug him physically perfect, 
increased Mr. Livingston's offer lo $55. (joti. II. 
C. Applegate \ Co., who own Old Rosebud, de- 
clined to part with the gelding for anything 
less than the $40,000 which they have set as 
the price they are willing to take for him. 

Mr. Livingston is in earnest in his effort to 
acquire a horse lo carry iiis colors with credit 
in i lie Kentucky Derby and is ambitious to 
win i be race ibis year, if possible. K. It. Brad- 
ley , who was asked lo sd a price al which he 
would sell Bradley's Choice, replied that he 
would prefer not to sell that colt alone, lull 
lluii he would take $oo. in to for Bradleys Choice, 
lliuck Toney and Roots and Saddle, his three 
Derby candidates. 



Louisville, K.v.. April 7. Work of the Kentucky 
Derby candidates is now on in earnest at the local 
courses. Douglas Park and Churchill Downs, al- 
though the big race, with its $10,<nni in added money, 
is yet more than four weeks away. To get three 
year olds ready for a mile and a quarter race as 
early as May !t calls for lunch preparation. 

Hodge's latest and best work for the big race is 
six. fm lougs in 1 : lx"-., a performance in which lie 
was ruled ail the way. lie went the first eighth in 
12%, the quarter in 24%. three furlongs in 57, the 
hall in 49%. and live furlongs in 1 :03%. Il was 
intended to let him work only live furlongs and as a 
cohseqiiencp lie was slowed down in vile final eighth. 
Had he been allowed to have gone on he would have 
mu Hie distance in 1:10 or betler. Hodge is ap 
parcnily in grand condition and could undoubtedly, 
with little more preliminary preparation, run a fast 
and cr'-dltahle mile. Kay Spence has at last named 
a price that might induce him to part with his 
great gelding, lie says lie will dispose of him for 
*20,009. hul not a cent less, ami is not overly 
anxious to sell at that tigure. Granting that Did 
Rosebud may heat him in the Kentucky Derby al 
even weights, Sjience thinks that in the Lalopia 
Derby, where Hodge would have the best of the 
weights, it might be another story. 

Tile two Kentucky Derby candidates in the stable 
of James Mae Manus — Belloc and Kobiuetta — are 
working well this spring. On Monday Belloc was 
sent six furlongs in 1:19%. He went tile first eighth 
in 13%. the quarter in -A 1 !;, three furlongs in .39%, 
the half in 55%, live furlongs in 1:06%. and seven 
furlongs in J :57, pulled up. This son of Oddfellow 
is a big-honed horse of line action and if lie develops 
extreme speed with his seeming ability to stay he 
will he a factor in this season’s racing. Robinetla 
did not work as fast as her stable companion, but 
this grand looking lilly was pulled up six furlongs 
in 1 :22, after going the first quarter in 26. three 
furlongs in 39, the half in 33 and tive furlongs in 
.4 :97%. Belloc and Robinetta will both be in shape 
for a good work-out at one mile towards the iast 
of ibis week. 

C. S. Wilson, owner of the Derby candidate 
Ivan Gardner, winner of tile Palmetto Derby 
is at the Downs on a short visit, having come over 
from Lexington, where that colt is at present quar- 
tered. lie said that owing to bad track conditions 
ai Lexington lie had done little with Ivan Gardner 
since that colt arrived from Charleston, but on 
Just Sunday he let him go six furlongs in 1:18. 
Wilson will not ship 'he colt here until the close 
of the Lexington meeting, but, barring training ac- 
eidents. he will surely start in the Kentucky Derby. 
Should W. G. Yanke’s entry for the event. Old 
Ben. not start, jockey Borel will ride Ivan 
Gardner in his Derby engagement al the Downs. He 
bandied tin* colt when Him son of Ivan the Terrible 
won the Palmetto Derby. 

The best recent work of the other horses in train 
jug here embrace live furlongs in 1 :05. the lirst half 
being done in .V * % . by James Gridin's maiden five- 
year old son of Nasturtium, known by the trainers 
imder Hu* name of •'Plow Bov;” O'Sullivan, live 
furlongs in 1 :07 : Muff, a half in 51%, and five fur- 
longs in 1:06%. pulled up: Mack B. Eubanks, a 
half in 54: General Maveiimont, a quarter in 20. 
and Presumption, live furlongs in 1:08. The latter 
went the first quarter in 26%. three furlongs in 
TO-'-,, and the half in 54. He looks exceedingly well 
fills spring and apparently lia s wintered in the 
I lest of shape. 

The best work at Douglas Park recently was by 
t ip* two Kentucky Handicap candidates. Froglegs 
and Siar Charter, in (lie stable of John W. Schorr, 
with the exception, of course. id' the trials then 
of the Kentucky Derby favorite. Old Rosebud. 
Froglegs went six furlongs iu 1:18, and Star Charter 
went the distance one-lift h of a second slower. Tin 
Jailer ilid his work going the reverse way of the 
4r;n k. Two of the Schorr two-year-olds, a Peep 
o'Dav roll and a Star Shoot eolt. the latter a 
brother of I’ndannted. went a half iu 51%, and 
aunt her Star Shoot eolt. with Birdie Williams acting 
»s pacemaker, worked three furlongs in 56%. R 
Colston’s Kentucky Oaks candidate, Fontnrabia, 
bri-ezcd a quarter in 24. and the noted mare Edda, 
in i lie Schorr stable, worked a half ill 50%. She 
is going extremely well in her training this spring 
a oil to all outward appearances it looks as if she 
will this season lie as good as she was when a four- 
v old.

Paving worked a half in a shade under 51. lie ap-

Grover Hughes, is also going well in Iiis work and 
is sure to lie in eonditioti to Is-gin racing at 
t'hnrcbill Downs and Douglas Park early this sprin 

Starter Harry Morrissey’s assistant has arrived 
ai the local tracks and lias pm up the barrier at 
both courses and entered upon the schooling of the 
r wo-vear-olds. By the last of this week many of 
these two-year-olds will have faced the barrier 
and received their first lesson in breaking away 
from the post. One day schooling is carried on at 
Churchill Downs and the next day at Douglas Park 
mid the work will continue at the two tracks on al- 
lernate days until just before the meeting at the 
Downs begins on Saturday, May 9. While the 
meeting at the Downs is going on the horses will 
lie schooled at both tracks daily. 

C. S. Wilson says that J. C. Cahn has gone to 
St. Louis, presumably to look at a horse or two in 
Missouri that are for sale. Since he lias sol 1 Celesta 
ilii< nored turfman does not at present owr. a single 
horse, and lie is going to begin with some new racing 
material this spring. He received the good f\um of 
$ 5 ,dflo for Celesta, which is now owned by a turfman 
from Reno. Nevada. Cahn has no intention of for 
snking racing. He has had much success on the 
mrf and lias the distinction of having won both 
•the Kentucky Derby and Kentucky Oaks. He won 
the Derby with Typhoon II. in 1897 and the Oaks 
with Crocket in 1898. Last year lie had the stake 
winner. Sleetb, in his barn. He generally succeeds

CONTINUATION OF KENTUCKY ENDURANCE STAKES STRONGLY ADVOCATED 



The fourth biennial report of the Kentucky State 
Racing Coiuissiou was recently presented to the 
Legislature of that state, iu accordance with the 
provisions of the law under which the commission 
was created. It consisted principally of two reports 
presented to the commission itself by Charles F. 
Grainger, its steward and representative at the 
meetings given last year at Churchill Downs by the 
New Louisville Jockey Club. These two reports 
summarize in a general way the conditions under 
which racing is now being conducted iu Kentucky 
i ml are well worth the perusal of the devotees of 
the sport. They are as follows: 

I^ouisville, Ky., June 7, 1913.

Dear Sir: — I beg to submit the following report as 
steward for the race meeting held at Churchill 
Downs, beginning May 10 and continuing for twelve 
lay s: 

Churchill Downs, in all of its history of nearly 
forty years, never looked prettier or more ntlructive 
than it did on Derby day. Many improvements 
were conspicuous io the eye. The paddock had 
In en enlarged and Is-uulified with trees and foliage, 
the lawns extended. Hie Center field skirted with 
(lowers, and the grounds adorned in many ways. 

Thirty thousand people had assembled lo pay 
homage to the thoroughbred and lo demonstrate 
their love of the turf. All classes of people, not 
nly from Kentucky, but from all sections of Hie 
oiintry, were embraced in the multitude. Hand- 
somely gowiu-d women and well-dressed men tilled 
lie stands, clubhouses and lawns, while in the 
•eater field, free as tlie air, were assembled twelve 
<r fifteen thousand of the sons of toil. And us the 
tint starters went to the post iu the greatest of all 
Kentucky turf events, the cheer lliai wen l tip from 
Hie vast throng attested the great popularity of rac- 
ing with the public. Indeed, ilie picture was one 
that England herself, the mother of racing, might 
have viewed with self-exultation. 

Men from all walks of life were present — from the 
bar. Hie clergy, the professions, the business world 
and file workshop— -all orderly, well-behaved, spert- 
lovipg. broad-minded people, it was a striking tri 
lone lo the "Simrt of Kings” and, as I contemplated 
it. I regretted that those wet I -no aning. but mis- 
guided men. who opposed racing in other states, 
because of fancied evils, were not there to see 
the picture as 1 did, and to observe the enjoyment 
of an innocent pastime of the masses. Not one 
of them, in my opinion, would have returned home 
nit converted. 

The meeting in its entirety was one of the liest 
ever held in Kentucky. The racing was clean and 
form ful, the starting excellent, the officials of the 
meeting vigilant. The operation of the pari-mutuel 
department, as shown by Hie reporr of Mr. Laude- 
tnan, herewith submitted, was liawless. You will 
observe by bis report that not a single error was 
made, which is remarkable when it is considered 
how many thousands of tickets were handled. 

In compliance with the wishes of the commission, 
I consulted with the starter as to tlie use of whips 
by bis assistants while horses were at the post, 
ami was assured that no cruelty or misuse would 
be practiced. Mr. Cassidy also assembled the 
riders and asked their co-operation in securing fair 
starts; that good results could be achieved only 
by their help. Judge Price also cautioned the 
jockeys against rough riding or any infractions ol 
the rules. The lieneficial result of these admonitions 
and conferences was manifested, the infractions be- 
ing few and not of a flagrant nature. 

The application of the new rule regarding the 
surplus in selling races was first made at this 
meeting. One extra race of $600 was given out of 
the Advance Fund thus created. leaving a small 
balance of $356 in the bands of the club to be run 
for at its next meeting. 

Tlie appointment of a patrol judge, in my opinion, 
contributed much to the discipline of the jockeys 
and helped to minimize tlie rough riding. 

Taken in all of its aspects — tlie vast crowds of 
orderly people, the high quality of racing, the 
cleanness of the sport and the enthusiasm shown — 
ihe meeting was one that would reflect credit upon 
any community, and even contribute additional glory 
lo tlie fame of old Kentucky, the home of the 
thoroughbred. It showed that deep in the hearts 
of the pei pie there is love of the turf and its 
institutions, nod that this will be as long as life 
lasts.

My Dear Sir, — I beg to submit herewith my report 
as steward appointed by you for the eleven days’ 
meeting held at Churchill Downs, beginning October 
s. 1913. 

The great Kentucky Endurance Stakes was run 
npott the first day, the distance ls*iiig four miles. 



Tlie gold cup, valued at $1,000, donated by the Ken- 
tucky Racing Commission, and the $10,000 added by 
the New Louisville Jockey Club (Cliiirehill LNownsi. 
together with tlie entrance money, made this both 
iu value and prestige, one of tlie most attractive 
races run iu this country during the year 1913. 

The race itself was disappointing, there being 
only four starters. They were, with the exception 
of the winner, of ordinary class, three of them 
being sent to tlie post totally unfit for a four-mile 
race. Cnfortunalely, four other horses of much 
higher class, to which tlie owners bad given a pre- 
paration suitable for sueli a bruising contest, had 
gone amiss in training within two weeks of the 
vent; and so the field which had promised to be 
not only of goodly proportions, but of high class, 
dwindled to four only, of which hut one had been 
trained to go Hie route. 

Due of the eutries, Flora Fina, as game an auiinal 
as ever was bred, alter trailing the others for three 
and one hall' miles, made a determined effort to 
finish second. Just after passing Hie wire she fal 
l civil and it was pitiful to behold and enlisted Hie 
sympathy of all who witnessed her superb struggle, 
in all iny life I never saw such a demons! ration 
of courage. However, after a few minutes of rest 
the mare goi up and walked away in fair condition. 

I learned afterward that the only training or pre- 
paration she had received was about two weeks 
work for the test of a four mile race. 

Naturally, there has lietqi adverse criticism ; 
some contending l hat Hie race should lie disoon 
tinned; others that tlie distance should be lessened. 
Either course. In my opinion, would la; little short 
of a turf calamity. Horses bred today are as good 
or probably better, than ever liefore. it is not a 
question of blood, but of training. Iu the old days 
it was no unusual tiling to see horses run not only 
races of four miles, but of four-mile heats. Some 
of these races required five heats, so that a horse 
would have to run twenty miles during a single 
afternoon. Boston, Lexington, Fellowcrnft, Ten 
Broeck and many others that have left their im- 
press upon the blood lines of the Kentucky thor- 
oughbred, had no trouble in going four miles or 
farther. Boston won forty races, thirty of them 
being four-mile heats, pine of them three-mile heats, 
and one of two-mile beats: and his last race of four- 
mile beats was won when be was nine years old. 

l-cxington's deed a ere wlthlu the memory of the 
present generation. His last race, against (be great 
1-eootnpfe, was in four-mile heats. He never broke 
down, and bis legs were as sound on the day of 
Iiis death as when he was first put in training. Fel- 
loweraft. tiveuty years later, was the first horse 
to beat Lexington's time for four miles, which he 
did at Saratoga in 1874. lie was retired to the stud 
sound of li ml» and wind. Ten Broeok’s deeds need 
no recounting. 

These were great horses, and we have in Ken- 
tucky today horses equally as great, but they are 
not trained to go a distance. Fifty years ago there 
were many races at four miles. Today there is 
hut one in all America — The Kentucky Endurance 
Stakes. Time, patience, and the co-operation of 
Hie turfmen are needed. 1 regret that the support 
of the Kentucky breeders and owners lias been lack- 
ing in the just. Of the twenty subscriptions to tbe 
stake this year, sixteen came from other states than 
Ivenueky. 

Not only sentiment and the prestige of victory, 
lint the money consideration, il would seem to me, 
should appeal to all alike. 

l’andorina, the winner of the last Endurance 
Stakes, won ns much money in this one race as the 
best three-year-old in 1913. Cook o’ the Walk, con- 
sidered about the best of that age, won a little 
over $10,000 in all of his races. Fundorina won 
nearly $ 10,000 and a $1,000 gold cup in the one 
race. She had won only one race prior to this, so 
that it was not class but condition that made her 
win. Site showed no ill effects ot-tlie strain, and 
started again within a fortnight thereafter in a 
two-mile race. 

In my opinion, the Kentucky Endurance Stakes 
should not only be continued and perpetuated, but 
additional interest should be manifested in it by 
the members of the commission, by tlie breeders of 
Kentucky, and by all horsemen iu general. Instead 
of twenty subscriptions only, there should be fifty, 
insuring a good field and a contest worthy of so 
great an event. It may rake a few years for the 
modern horsemen to acquire tbe art ot' fitting a 
horse for so long a race, but it is bound to follow. 

The other races during tlie meeting were of high 
class and keenly contested. There was little rough 
riding, and but few instances where the stewards 
were required lo reprimand or punish the jockeys. 
The attendance w'as large and of high class, demon- 
strating the popularity of racing iu Kentucky. 

The plan recently adopted of keeping a steward’s 
book to be used at each of the tracks, for tlie pur- 
IMise of recording all rulings made, is an excellent 
cine iu my opinion. It is now in the hands of the 
commission, and I would suggest that a copy of 
the text of these rulings lie sent lo other jockey 
clubs or turf authorities for the purpose of <xi 
opera I ton and for tbe promotion <>f clean racing.

HORSES SPEEDING UP AT LEXINGTON. 



Lexington. Ky., April 7. — J. N. Camden’s Ken- 
tucky Derby candidates, Briiighurst and Casuarina, 
worked six furlongs at the Kentucky Association 
track this morning, tlie former in 1:17 and the 
latter in 1:21. Bermudian and Iridescence worked 
the same distance in 1:18 and Imperator, from tlie 
same stable, which is slightly touched in tlie wind, 
ran a half mile iu 48%, the fastest of the season 
here. 

.1. S. Hawkins’ Breeders’ Futurity candidate, 
Chalmers, worked a quarter in 23. Who’s Who, 
Frank J. Kelley’s Breeders’ Futurity candidate, 
trained by T. I.. Fierce, worked the same distance 
in 25%. September Morn and Kneelet, from the 
same stable, worked three furlongs iu 55%, and 
was pulled up a half iu 49%. 

P. M. Chill's Ravena) and \V. G. Yanke’s Flyiug 
Feet worked one mile each in 1:45. J. C. Milam 
sent Hawthorn six furlongs in 1:18 and John Gund 
and Constant worked the same distance for A. Baker 
in 1:17. 

W. IT. Shelley returned today from Louisville 
and put the program book for the meeting into the 
hands of the printer. It will be out this week. 
Secretary J. Pelham Johnston of the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission today issued notice that all 
owners and trainers who desire to reserve priority 
to tlie racing colors they have been using must have 
them registered iu the office here by April 15. 
otherwise they are liable lo lose them, for after 
that date it will tie a case of first come, first served. 
Tbe fact that colors have been registered elsewhere 
will not count in Kentucky. All who race at Lex- 
ington. Louisville and Latonla must register their 
colors here and pay a fee of one dollar. 



PROVISIONS OF THE PRATT BILL. 



Toronto. Ont., April 7. — The bill introduced by 
Mr. Arthur Pratt, representative for Norfolk County, 
in tlie Legislature relative to racing, had its lirst 
rending on Friday last, and will lie brought before 
Hie House for the second time iu a day or two. Its 
provisions are us follows: 

1. A provincial board of supervisors, consisting 



of not more than five members and not less than 
three members, shall be appointed forthwith, by 
tin Lieutenant Governor in-Council, to supervise and 
control all horse racing organizations, companies, or 
incorporations that conduct race meetings in tlie 
Province of Ontario. 

2. Tbe members of the board of supervisors shall 
have access at ail times to all buildings, offices, 
rooms or other enclosures on any race track iu On- 
tario. and they shall have the right to inspect all 
Isioks, papers, devices or other paraphernalia oper- 
ated on any race track. 

3. The board of supervisors shall have the power 
to prescribe Hie rules, regulations and conditions 
under which running races shall be conducted in 
this province, and it shall lie the duty of this board 
to inspect each track where running races arc per- 
mitted, and to investigate the conduct and general 
character of each such race meeting, and maki 
report thereon to the Lieuteuant-Govcrnor-in-Oouii- 
til. 

4. Where tlie conduct and general management 
of any race meeting is detrimental to law and 
order and subversive of tlie moral welfare of Hie 
isqmnunity, this board shall have authority to call 
in tlie provincial police and summarily cancel the 
license of such meeting. 

5. Appeal shall be allowed to this board front 
the findings of any judge, starter, or stewards of 
any race meeting affecting the rights and welfare 
of any owner, trainer, jockey or attendant, or any 
citizen who is a patron at said race meeting, and 
Hie decision of this board of supervisors shall be 
final. 



TRYING TO AVERT A CLASH. 



Montreal. Que., April 7. — When the attention of 
Secretary-Manager S. N. Holman, of the Dorval 
Park Jockey Club, was called lo tbe impending 
clash of Derby dates between Dorval and I at ton ia, 
lie immediately wired to the management of Hie 
Latonia track in an endeavor to induce them to 
change their lug race to some other day. The 
stage is practically all set for tbe running of Ihe 
International Derby at Dorval and no change can 
conveniently be made at this end. 



JAMESTOWN MEETING OFF 



DETECTIVES SWOOP DOWN ON BETTING RING 
AND ARREST LAYERS OF ODDS. 



Prisoners Rushed Before a Justice of the Peace and 
Enter Pleas of Not Guilty — Jockey 
Bresch Fatally Injured. 



Norfolk, Vu., April 7. — Tlie present meeting of 
the Jamestown Jockey Club lias been declared off. 
Bob Levy, manager of the race track, made the an- 
nouncement from Iiis rooms at the Monticelio Hotel 
tonight. Mr. Levy refused to make any other an- 
nouncement as to what course would be taken in Hit* 
future. 






Norfolk, \'a., April 7. — Retting operations were 
interrupted after the second race James- 
town today when a dozen detectives with “John 
Doe” warrants swarmed into the betting ring ami 
arrested several layers. The raid was a spectacular 
one, lint many escaped. A man who seemed to act 
as head of the raiders blew a whistle as a signal 
and immediately several guns and revolvers were 
(lashed on sheet writers, cashiers and money takers. 
No resistance was offered and the men placed undet 
arrest were loaded into automobiles and taken be- 
fore Magistrate Brag of Ocean View. They entered 
pleas of not guilty to charges of keeping gaining 
houses. They were released on bail furnished by 
.several local residents. Immediately after tlie 
raid the ring was iu :r panic. When the excire- 
rnciil subsided, however, several liurd.v souls oper- 
ated on the lawn, in approved New York style, and 
plenty of wagers were made. 

The raiders, it is understood, were in the employ 
of the Baldwin Detective Agency, of Roanoke, but 
il could not tie learned who had the warrants sworn 
out for the arrests. Al Hunf, one of those caught 
in the raid, after securing bail, arrived in town and 
instituted proceedings against one of the raiders 
for highway robbery. IJnnf alleges that his cashier, 
Harry Mark, was held up by a man with a revolver 
and forced to hand over what cash he had in his 
money bag. No arrest lias as yet been effected. 

It is supposed that today's raid is the result of 
tlie visit of investigation of Attorney-General Pal- 
lar I. 

Jockey Bresch, who was injured during the run- 
ning of. the second race, when his mount, Surpass 
fell, died tonight at the St. Vincent hospital. His 
relatives were notified by wire and his body will be 
shipped to Latonia for burial. Bresch was sixteen 
years of age and was under contract to J. IT. Strode. 
I till ing the past few weeks he has been exhibiting 
skill as a rider. 

Susan IL, i. M. Hedrick’s winner of the fifth race, 
an odds-on choice on the lawn, was bid up by Saut 
Louis to $1,605, an advance of $405 over her en- 
tered price. She was retained. J. W. Hedrick then 
claimed Supreme from F. Gallagher for $1,025. 

Joekey Neander was painfully injured in the 
right eye this morning by falling on a piece of 
barbed wire. He was forced to cancel his engage- 
ments for the day.

MARYLAND ANTI-RACING BILLS FAIL. 



Legislature Adjourns Without Action Except to Pro- 
vide for Commission to Report Two Years Hence. 



Baltimore. M<L, April 7.— Despite the strenuous 
efforts of the foes of racing to have the Maryland 
tracks — l’imlico, Havre de Grace and Laurel — 
dosed or restricted, racing is safe in Maryland for 
at least two more years. The Maryland Legislature 
adjourned sine die this morning with the Hail and 
Williams anti-racing hills and their amendments 
still sleeping in committees, without having passed 
u single Dill touchng ..n Hie racing situation. 

In Hi* 1 last few minutes of the session the anti- 
racing people made a final effort to have action 
taken. Tlie only result was a resolution, offered by 
Senator Archer and passed, providing that a com- 
mission he apppointed by the governor to study the 
racing question with a view to learning the income 
of lln- race tracks and to report to the Legislature 
which will meet two years hence. 

Scuutor Archer’s resolution is regarded ns the end 
of the race track opposition of any strength, ana 
followers of the sport are jubilant. The resolution, 
which probably will be acted on by Governor Golds- 
borougti, provides power to the commission to compel 
ihe attendance of witnesses and the production of 
books aud pii|iers showing Hie income of the tracks, 
the amount of money received in bets, and to exntu 
ine witnesses under oath. Tbe commission, if ap- 
pointed, will study conditions during the next two 
vears and recommend to tlie next legislature such

"legislation as is deemed proper. Tbe commissioners 
must serve without pay. 

Failure lo legislate against race track gnmbliug 
is attributed iu Hie resolution ”iu a great measure 
to lack of reliable information upon which such legis 
lation might In- based with reasonable assurance that 
it would prove more effective than tbe laws now in 
force.”

Woods, a newspaper man who has been serving 
as one of his secretaries, to bead the police depart- 
ment. 

E. S. Draper, former governor of Massachusetts, 
was stricken with paralysis at a hotel in Greeu- 
vllle, S. C., yesterday. His condition is reported to 
In- serious. 

Vancouver, B. C., April 7. — Two bandits were 
killed and two others put to (light today when they 
attempted to hold up tin- l'nlou Bank of Canada at 
New Hazleton. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois convened yesterday 
for the April term. Decisions on the constitutional- 
ity of the Woman's suffrage act and the civil service 
act are expected. 

Senator Burton of Ohio has issued a formal state- 
ment announcing that he will not be a candidate 
for re-election "unless cireunisfauces arise which 
I do not anticipate will oenr.” 

New York department stores, hotels and other 
establishments must have all their employes vac- 
cinated if they want their eoucerns included In a 
“white list” to be issued by tlie health department. 

Montreal, Que., April 7. — Returns from the thirty- 
one wards of the city iudicate that Mederic Martin, 
a member of the Canadian parliament, has been 
elected mayor by a majority of about 5,999 over 
George W. Stepheus. 

Christian Nisson, builder of the Chicago Deten- 
tion Hospital, is now an inmate of that institution, 
awaiting an examination as to his sanity. He was 
placed there on a petition signed by his son and 
supported by the family physician. 

Washington, D. C.. April 7. — "Mr. K. F. Shah,” 
as the new Chinese minister prefers to register him- 
self in token of China's acceptance of American 
ideas, has arrived in Washington from New York, 
with nineteen members of his stlile. 

Washington, D. C., April 7. — Senator Kenyon's 
resolution lo abolish all executive sessions of the 
Senate except lor foreign relations aud certain speci- 
lied occasions, was sidetracked today and scut to 
the table hy a vote of 51 to 59. The vote was not 
on party lines. 

Half an hour after his companions had carried 
hint to a morgue at Hartford, t'onu.. as dead after 
touching a wire carrying 2,590 volts, Carl Luudell 
suddenly sat up. rubbed his eyes ami when lie saw 
where he was got down from the stall and hurried 
out of the place. 

Congressman Hobson yesterday conceded that 
Oscar W. Underwood, Democratic leader in tlie 
House of Representatives, had beaten him for the 
Senatorial nomination in Alabama. The vote was 
heavy and the Underwood managers are claiming a 
majority of 30,099. 

Baris, France, April 7. — Frenchwomen have not 
tlie right to vote, according to a decision pronounced 
today by tile Court of Cassation. Tlie Woman’s 
Rights League of France lias tried to have its mem- 
liers register as voters for the coining elections and 
applied to the court, which ruled against them. 

Vera Cruz, Me.w. April 7. -Fighting continues 
today in the outskirts of Tampico, according t<> 
wireless dispatches received here. Many dead and 
wounded have been taken into the city. The in 
surgents are dosing in on the federal garrison and 
an attack in force on tlie city proper is ex [tee ted 
soon. 

Trenton, N. J., April 7. — The United States 
court tiled an opinion here today dismissing lid' suit 
<‘f the United States government against the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna aud Western Railroad company 
and the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Coal 
company for alleged violation of the commodity 
clause of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Washington, D. C.. April 7.- — Considerat ion of the 
J ’a nania tolls controversy was undertaken today by 
tlie senate committee on inleroceanic canals. Accord 
ing to the decision of tlie committee as announced 
by Chairman O'Gonnan, the deliberations were open 
and carefully arranged so that all phases of the 
controversy might be freely discussed. 

Washington. D. C.. April 7. — The Senate commit- 
tee on woman's suffrage today favorably reported 
tli.- Bristow resolution for a Constitutional amend- 
ment for equal suffrage. The resolution, which is 
identical with the Chamberlain resolution which 
the Senate defeated, will go to the calendar, but it 
is regard's] as improbable that action will be taken 
this session. 

Grand Rapids. Mich.. April 7. — Decision in the suit 
| brought by the Chicago Federal league club to 
enjoin catcher William J. Killifer, Jr., front playing 
with the Dhiladelphia National league elub. or any 
club except tlie Chicago Federals, will not be re- 
turned for several days, according to an announce- 
ment made by Judge Sessions in United States 
court here today. 

Considerably more that 8,900.000 persons have 
died of plague in India during the past seventeen 
years. Moreover, since plague emerged from the up- 
lands of a province in the far interior of China it 
lias spread to every continent. An effective remedy 
for the disease is still to be found, although a 
prophylactic has been devised which confers a 
moderate degTee of immunity. 

— The question whether 
Joseph Caillaux, former minister of finance, may 
l»e charged as an accessory of liis wife in the as- 
sassination of Gaston C’almetto, editor of the Figaro. 

| is the subject of general discussion in tlie news- 
papers today. The publication of the testimony 
President Poincaire. indicating that M. Caillaux 
had at least influenced his wife’s action, bits given 
rise to the suggestion that he may be brought into 
tlie investigation as an accomplice. 

New York. April 7. — The question of whether a 

invention shall be called in 1915 for the revision 
[of the state constitution attracted only a few voters 
the polls today. The lack of interest was tine 
the fact that republicans, democrats and pro- 
i-ssives declared in favor of calling a convention 
their platforms, and except that some leaders 
| doubt tlie advisability of calling the convention next 
year, instead of 1916, there has been no concerted 
effort made by any party or faction to oppose the 
quest ion. 

Washington, I). C., April 7. — A wonderful piece 
of machinery that prints, gums, perforates, counts 
.and coils postage stamps, eliminating nineteen of 
twenty-one processes now necessary, has been ex- 
hibited to administration officials and members of 
Congress with 11 view to their forme! approval and 
assistance in procuring its adoption for the Bureau 
nf Engraving and Printing. Ten such machines, 
each turning out about 3,509.990 stumps a day, it 
is estimated, will produce all tlie stamps now re- 
quired by the Post Office Department. Their instal- 
lation. it is also estimated, would mean an economy 
of .$240,009 a year. 

London, Eng., Afiril 7.— Another great I-omlon 
land deal lias been concluded by which S. E. Derby- 
shire acquires the whole of I»ril Howard de Wal- 
den’s Regent Park estate for more than $2,509,909. 
I11 point of size this is said to lie the largest trans- 
fer of London pro|ierty that has over taken place, 
tor tlie extent of the estate is sixty-two and one- 
half acres. It contains 750 houses, divided a lining 
some twenty streets. A police station. St. Ste- 
phens’ church, tour large schools and eight public 
bouses are within the area. Apparently bis inten- 
tion is to demolish the old-fashioned buildings and 
convert this part of I/ondon into a new Mayfair. 

New York. April 7. — The Holland society received 
a report at its annual meeting that its committee 
in charge of the plan to erect a monument to com- 
memorate the Dutch settlement of New York had 
raised the money and would erect a statue of Wil- 
liam the Silent in Riverside drive. The statue, 
with its pedestal, will be forty feet high and will 
tie an exact reproduction of rile statue that was 
placed some years ago in tlie center of the main 
square of The Hague, facing the halls of justice, 
diaries Van Wyck. a Holland sculptor, will make 
the statue from the original plaster cast of the 
statue now in existence. 

New Orleans. La!. April 7. — In a communication 
received from the city board of health tlie city coun- 
cil lias been asked to amend ordinance No’ S9t;.s, 
N .<’. S.. which now requires ships in port to have 
rat guards and other protection, so that hereafter 
all vessels must be fended off from the dock while 
lying in |K>rt. The amendment to the ordinance, 
which was suggested at the last meeting of the 
board of health, is to be “That it shall lie unlawful 
ter any vessel 10 dock in the port of New Orleans 
unless said vessel shall be fended or sparred off from 
ilie dock in such a manner so that a space of at 
least six feet shall intervene between the side of the 
vessel and the dock.” The amendment to the or- 
dinance was declared necessary by tlie report that 
the bubonic plague had made its atqiearauce in 
Havana, one or two cases having been discovered 
and isolated. ♦ 

Paris is being stirred by several new movements. 
Immoral clothes, freak art and undeveloped physique 
are all to be combated by organized forces. While 
the League of Patriotic French Women has taken 
up the gage against indecent clothes, a reaction 
has also come to the great vogue of Cubism, (lost 
impressionism, futurism and other advanced aesthe- 
tic art schools.
